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Operation Cubit takes 
clunkers off streets 


MORE than 70 abandoned or un- 
taxed cars have been removed from 
the isle’s streets under Operation 
Cubit. 

The first wave of the operation, led 
by Thanet council with help from 
Kent Police, Kent County Council, the 
DVLA and Kent Fire and Rescue 
Service, took place in July. 

In that action 45 cars were towed 
away, while a second week-long blitz 
in late September added another 31 
vehicles to that total. 

In the last 18 months, 350 cars have 
been removed by Operation Cubit. 
Owners can pay £260, plus storage 
costs, to reclaim their vehicles. 

Up to £160 is refundable if they tax 
their vehicle within two weeks. 

If owners do not claim and pay for 
their vehicles, they will either be 
crushed or sold.

Felicity leads team in 
Scott's icy footsteps 
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EXPLORER Felicity Aston is set for 


her next adventure. 

The Birchington woman has been selected to 
lead the Kaspersky Commonwealth Antarctic 
Expedition next month. 

Eight women from the Commonwealth coun- 
tries of Brunei, Cyprus, Ghana, India, Jamaica, 
New Zealand, Singapore and the United 
Kingdom will be skiing through some of the 
coldest temperatures imaginable. 

They are taking on the journey to the geo- 
graphic South Pole to mark the 60th anniversary 
of the Commonwealth. 

They set off in November and hope to arrive at 
their destination on New Year’s Day 2010 — 100 
years after Scott of the Antarctic made the trip. 

It will also be the first vegetarian expedition to 
the South Pole and, if successful, the team mem- 
bers from Cyprus, Ghana, Brunei and Jamaica 
will be the first representatives of their nations to 
ski to the South Pole. 

Felicity has been specially selected to lead this 
Commonwealth challenge to Antarctica and she 
is the only widely-experienced member of the 
team. 

She has raced in the Canadian Arctic, led a 
team of women across the inland ice of 
Greenland, searched for meteorite craters in 
Quebec, skied along a frozen river in Siberia to 
search for a herbal cure for leprosy, traversed the 
winter ice of Lake Baikal, completed the in- 
famous Marathon des Sables across the 
Moroccan Sahara and lived and worked in the 
Antarctic as a meteorologist for three years.

Panama Tory seat 


by-election called 


THE saga of ‘Panama Steve’, the Tory 
district councillor who has apparently 
been spending more time in Central 
America than in his Dane Valley ward, 
has moved closer to a conclusion with 
the calling of a by-election. 

Thanet council has advertised the 
vacancy just days before Stephen Broad- 
hurst’s time as a councillor would have 
elapsed anyway. 

An election will take place after two 
ward residents, John and Patricia 
Edwards, wrote requesting one. 

However, the affair might not yet be 
over as the isle’s Labour group leader, 
Clive Hart, wants a full investigation, 
with all facts made public. 

In an open letter, he has called on 
Thanet council chairwoman Margaret 
Sheldrick to take action. 

Cllr Broadhurst’s attempt to resign by 
post was ruled invalid after it emerged 
that someone had signed the letter on his 
behalf — precisely who is unclear. 


Ridicule 


Cllr Hart wrote: “Thanet council has 
been ridiculed because of the behaviour 
of Stephen Broadhurst, who has appar- 
ently spent a great deal of time on the 
other side of the world. 

“To restore confidence, it is essential 
the facts are made public. I therefore 
demand a full inquiry into Stephen 
Broadhurst’s whereabouts during his 
years as a councillor and want to know 
up to what point his allowance was 
being paid.” 

Since last year, Cllr Broadhurst has 
reportedly been spending much of his 
time in Central America. 

He has the lowest attendance record of 
any elected member and puts his 
absence down to being in Panama on 
business. 

Clr Broadhurst failed to appear at last 
Thursday’s full council meeting and a few 
days later the by-election was called. 


The Decorators Choice 


in Canterbury has all 
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CONSULTATION into night- 
flying hours at Kent International 
Airport could cost isle taxpayers 
£80,000, it has been revealed. 

The application to extend the 
operational hours went in during 
August and Thanet council an- 
nounced its consultation plan. 

The cost was initially unknown, 
but councillors have now voted to 
underwrite the full amount. 

Mayor of Ramsgate David Green 
said he was amazed Thanet council 
would have to foot the bill and 
called on Infratil, the airport’s 
owner, to pay instead. 

Last Thursday, he told council- 
lors: “The airport should be financ- 
ing this. ’m amazed we would even 
consider using public money.” 

About £40,000 will be spent on 
noise assessment, with the rest 
going on canvassing public opinion. 

Deputy council leader Roger 
Latchford said £80,000 was the 
maximum it would cost. 

“We can set aside up to £80,000 
but hope it will be considerably 
less,” he said. 

KCC, SEEDA and other district 
councils will be asked to contribute. 

Thanet council leader Sandy 
Ezekiel said: “Democracy has a 
cost. The best way forward is to ask 
for contributions from partners. 

“We have to be open and transpar- 
ent and show the airport does not 
have a hand in the consultation.” 


from teeny thugs 


THE streets of Westgate-on-Sea are 
being reclaimed from teenage louts. 

Step one in the initiative to tackle 
antisocial behaviour has been to set 
up a dispersal area. It came into 
effect on Friday last week and runs 
until April 2010. 

Police have the power to move on 
congregating groups from Station 
Road and Adrian Square and they 
can bar individuals from the area. 

The dispersal zone is a result of the 
combined efforts of Thanet council, 
Thanet Community Safety Part- 
nership and the police. 

The second step being proposed is 
to relocate a bench outside the Piggy 
Bank Day Nursery in Station Road 
to the seafront. 

It is used as a congregation point by 
youths in the evenings and has been 
taken away and put into storage. 

Westgate district councillors have 
proposed buying a_ lightweight 
replacement bench which could be in 
use during the day and removed for 
storage at night. 

The plan is yet to be approved 
despite the support of Westgate 
Residents’ Association. 

Simon Moores, a councillor, said: 
“We have to take steps to recover 
Westgate. I am not prepared to let it 


slide into an area for antisocial 
behaviour. It seems to be a growing 
problem and a consequence of our 
times and the growing number of 
young people who feel they have 
nothing to do 

“Even when things are provided 
for them, they don’t want to do it. 

“As for the bench, there are issues 
such as insurance and health and 
safety, but Cllr Tom King and I are 
working on it.” 

Lighting 

Cllr Moores has also met the man- 
ager at Westgate railway station to 
discuss installing brighter lighting. 

Residents say they are often 
stopped in the street and asked to 
buy alcohol by youngsters, while oth- 
ers find their presence intimidating. 

One householder said: “It can be 
unnerving walking past crowds of 
kids. They can be cheeky and abu- 
sive for no reason at all.” 

Problems reported to police in- 
clude youngsters playing on the rail- 
way, drinking alcohol, smashing bot- 
tles, knocking on windows and doors, 
shouting, fighting, racing mopeds 
and making noise late at night, 
threats, firing an airgun, pulling 
tiles off a roof and dumping rubbish.

Turner space shuts 
doors for last time

the organisation’s other gallery space, 
Droit House on Margate Harbour Arm. 

The gallery opened in February 2008 
and showcased works by Yoko Ono dur- 
ing the Far West exhibition. 
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Chief has failed us with his 
negativity, says foster carer 


PETER Gilroy's view that there 
have been public policy failures in 
Thanet’s childcare industry is not 
helpful to those who work in it, 
according to an isle foster carer. 


Three weeks ago, Mr Gilroy, the chief execu- 
tive of Kent County Council, told Yourthanet 
that there had been a cavalier approach by 
authorities from across the country which had 
placed vulnerable children in the isle. 

He said that it had had a huge impact on the 
isle, remarking that putting numbers of disad- 
vantaged people in the area had hampered 
“strategic regeneration”. 

However, a Thanet care industry insider, 
who wishes to remain unnamed, said Mr 
Gilroy's remarks had done nothing to boost 
morale and hit out at his statements in 
Yourthanet. 

“To describe this place as effectively being a 
dumping ground is not a helpful thing to say,” 
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he said. “Surely it would be better for the chief 
executive of the country’s largest county coun- 
cil to support our provision rather than con- 
demn it. It’s very demotivating. 

“T think Mr Gilroy has done some great work 
in Kent, but I believe he needs to be a little 
more responsible with what he says and speak 
with a little more foresight. He seems ill- 
informed on the issue to me.” 

The KCC chief leaves his post in May next 
year and said that the lack of regeneration of 
the coastal towns such as those in Thanet was 
one of his main regrets, calling the situation a 
“public policy failure”. 

He also pointed to the financial implications 
of placing people in care here, saying that some 
authorities sent children to the isle because it 
was cheap and enabled them to keep left-over 
money. 

Mr Gilroy called for conventions to stop the 
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practice occurring in future. 

The insider said: “I'm not 
entirely sure that this hap- 
pens. In fact, I believe KCC 
send many children out of 
the area itself, to places all 
over the country for finan- 
cial reasons. 

“Their own statistics show 
that. It’s in the Kent Child 
Protection Committee re- 
port of 2005, which is still CRITICISED: Chief 
referred to as a working gyecytive Peter Gilroy 
document. 

The report shows that the majority of Looked 
After Children in Thanet are placed here by 
OLAs (Other Local Authorities). 

The report also states that Thanet is home to 
an “extraordinary number of LACs”. 

Mr Gilroy said that the number of children 
placed in isle fostering services came to 20 per 
cent for the whole of England, saying it was 
particularly evident in Cliftonville.

Former leader is 


not one to settle 
for the quiet life 


BARRY Coppock was expecting a 
quiet life when he stepped down 
from public life, but as it turns out 


he is busier than ever. 

The former Labour leader of Thanet coun- 
cil, who has just celebrated his golden- 
wedding anniversary, is heading the Thanet 
Senior Citizens Forum with the energy of a 
man half his age. 

Mr Coppock, 75, was the leader of the 
council up until 1999, when Labour were still 
in control of the isle’s political destiny. 

He stepped down from local politics in 2003, 
aged 69, but could not resist the lure of keep- 
ing busy and trying to fight for a cause in 
which he believes. 

With 30 per cent of Thanet’s population 
falling into the senior-citizen age group, 10 
per cent higher than the national average, 
the forum is an important body, he says. 

“We have about 400 members but are 
always looking for new people to join. 
Membership is free,” said Mr Coppock. 

“There is a lot of help for the elderly out 
there, but people need to know where to get it, 
which is where the forum comes in. We look 
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at a great variety of issues which concern the 
elderly, from care to health, from leisure to 
transport. 

“A current hot topic is the future of care — 
it’s a big thing at the moment because many 
people who are retired just don’t have the 
access to the kind of money they would need 
to provide for themselves in later life, when 
they most need it. 

Mr Coppock, a former London magistrate, 
has been the forum chairman for three years 
and believes it is a vital role. 

“I wanted to give my energy and experience 
to something new and am glad I did. This is 
the most demanding role I feel I've ever taken 
on, in a way.” 

His wife Jacqueline is also used to the busy 
life, having twice been Mayor of Ramsgate 
and also a district councillor; the pair stepped 
down together. 

They celebrated their 50th year together on 
Saturday, October 3, which was also Jacque- 
line’s 71st birthday.

MORE than £175,000 of Lottery funding 
will be coming to Thanet to help tackle anti- 
social behaviour and improve relationships 
between the old and the young.

MEDICAL training which was 
first given to elite SAS soldiers is 
helping Kent Police save lives at 


emergency scenes. 

Officers, who are likely to be first to respond 
to a call in which someone has suffered 
injuries, are being trained to offer assistance 
until the victim can be handed over to medical 
professionals. 

The training is based around that given to 
military special forces operating behind 
enemy lines and out of the reach of medics. 

“Their objective is to keep people alive for 
seven days — our is to keep them going for 
about 30 minutes,” said Tactical Unit Manager 
Paul Abdey, who works one day a week as an 
ambulance man as well as running the police 
training. 

The scheme is about to be rolled out nation- 
wide following a decision by the Association of 
Chief Police Officers, who have seen how suc- 
cessful it is among front-line officers in Kent. 

As well as the military background, the 
training has been designed to incorporate ele-

ments devised by the USA’s Department 
of Homeland Security, which is applied to 
Special Weapons and Tactics teams. 

The major factor is training police officers 
who are part of the firearms unit, responsible ® 
for crowd control or likely to attend road acci- 
dents. 

They are taught how to deal with trauma 
injuries and bleeding and are equipped with 
defibulators, tourniques and blood clotting 
agents developed for treating wounded sol- 
diers in Afghanistan.

specialist areas. 

Mr Abdey said: “These are around trauma 
injuries such as shooting or knifing and heavy 
bleeding. 

“I am confident that there are situations in 
the past where people have unfortunately died 
where that would not be the result today. 

“The training really does save lives.”

Do CCTV and ASBOS really make a difference or are they 
just ways of appearing to tackle a problem? - Julia Hawes 
(Sheppey) 

Anti-Social Behaviour Orders (ASBOs) are 
just one of a number of methods we can use 
to reduce problem behaviour within our 
communities. But before we apply for an 
ASBO a great deal of preventative work is 
done with local authorities and other part- 
ners to address the issues that have been 
identified. Both overt and covert CCTV are 
excellent examples of how evidence can be 
captured, or used as a deterrent, to stop 
such behaviour. 


Th view of the positive benefits in the perception of the 
police and the proven improved relationship/respect 
between motorcyclists and police as well as improving 
motorcyclists’ road skills, will you be supporting Bikesafe 
next year after suspending it in 2009? - Gary (Ashford) 
BikeSafe is considered highly beneficial, 
and Kent Police are intending to deliver this 
scheme to specifically-identified vulnerable 
riders who would benefit from improving 
their safety skills. Details about this revised 
scheme will be published in the near future. 


Would more police on the streets be the answer to drugs, 
drunkenness and knife crime and make the public feel a 
bit better protected? - Patricia Burton (Folkestone) 
Drugs, drunkenness and knife crime are 
just a few of the areas we are tackling 
through direct police action. We also work 
closely with our partners in education and 
the licensing trade to resolve these issues. 
There are often many ways to solve a prob- 
lem and the work of my officers on the 
ground, coupled with partnership working, 
is very effective. 

It has long been recognised that the vis- 
ible presence of police officers on patrol 
reassures the public. Since 2006, when 
Kent Police introduced Neighbourhood 
Teams, there has been a greater police 
presence than ever before on our streets. 
Police Community Support Officers are 
part of those Neighbourhood Teams and 
they actively patrol local areas to reassure 
the community and deter criminality and 
anti-social behaviour. 

One of my ambitions for the force is to 
work to make people feel safer, and local 
neighbourhood officers would like to hear 
from people who have particular concerns 
so they can intervene and work to find a 
solution. The front counter staff at your 
local police station or the telephonist, if you 
call in, will be only too pleased to give you 
the full contact details for your local neigh- 
bourhood officer. This information can also 
be found on the internet and at public 
libraries. Please get in touch and help us 
help you with the problems in your area.

Actor reveals the 
struggle faced by 
youn deaf pupils 


THE barriers that young deaf 
people face at school have been 
highlighted by a TV star who 


knows all about the issue. 

Talking to Laura Sandys, the Conservative 
candidate for Thanet South, Louis Kissaun, 
one of the stars of Shameless, explained why 
he thinks some young deaf people are under- 
achieving at school. 

The 17-year-old says poor acoustics in the 
classroom can have an impact on learning. 

He is backing the National Deaf Children’s 
Society's (NDCS) Sounds Good? campaign to 
ensure that new schools are tested for 
acoustic quality before they are used and Ms 
Sandys has also pledged her support. 

He told the parliamentary hopeful: 
“Growing up as a deaf person, I and lots of 
my friends have had to work much harder to 
do well. Noisy classrooms give me headaches 
and make it harder for me to concentrate. 

“T had to move many miles away from my 
home so that I could go to a specialist school 
for deaf children with good acoustics. It is 
frustrating that not all schools are accessible 
to deaf children.” 

Research commissioned by NDCS shows 
that high-quality acoustics in the classroom 
are essential for all children to learn effec- 


TIME 
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tively, with particular importance for deaf 
children. 

However, some believe that, as the Govern- 
ment spends billions of pounds on the schools 
rebuilding programme, many schools are 
being built with poor acoustics that do not 
meet minimum building standards. 

Ms Sandys said she was giving her support 
to the campaign: “I fully support the NDCS 
Sounds Good? campaign and I was alarmed 
when I found the immense difficulties pupils 
with a hearing impairment face when trying 
to hear a teacher in a classroom. 

“We should not be putting children in class- 
es in which they cannot learn. Barriers such 
as this must be broken down.” 

Brian Gale, NDCS director of policy and 
campaigns, said: “Too many deaf children 
are not achieving their educational potential 
and too little attention is paid to how difficult 
it is for young people like Louis to listen and 
learn in the classroom. 

“It is fantastic that Laura is supporting the 
rights of deaf children and has taken the 
time to meet Louis. 

“Louis is an inspiration to all of us and has 
proved deafness shouldn’t hold anyone back.”

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Gary Wright ponders whether we really need a book that looks at Woolworths’ 99 years of history 


A book that looks set to profit 
from the collapse of | 


THERE are people who moan that 
every high street in Britain looks 
exactly the same, with identical 


chains offering the same products. 

For those people, I imagine that when 
Woolworths fell victim to the credit crunch 
they celebrated the chance for diversification. 

What actually seems to have happened is that 
a new breed of cheap stores — led by the 99p 
Store chain — has slipped in to take the place of 
the curious institution that was Woolies. 

I upset a few people the other week when I 
suggested the BBC was like Woolworths: you 
can’t imagine life without it, but once it’s gone 
something better, cheaper and more efficient 
would take its place. So, unlike my son who is 
now 12 and absolutely loved Woolworths, I 
cannot find it in myself to bemoan its passing. 

It was a phase of the British high street, 
which lost its way during the late 90s as it 
tried to mix kitchen utensils, lampshades, 
videos and, of course, cheap toys. While I sym- 
pathise with those who lost their jobs, I rather 
look forward to the change to our town centres 
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once the remaining empty Woolworths are, 
like a missing tooth, replaced by something 
better. But some won’t forget quite so easily. 

Author Derek Phillips has spent the nine 
months since the collapse researching his new 
book, The Wonder of Woolies. A nice email 
informed of this on publication day. 

First things first, though (and I know people 
in glass houses etc), but if I were Derek, I'd 
dish out a good kicking to the PR folk at pub- 
lisher Footplate (and whoever is responsible 
for the promotional website). 

To start with, it’s Woolworths, not 
Woolworth’s, and to compound the apostrophe 
error, the PR lass also mentions Ladybird 
childrens’ clothes, not children’s, and easter 
eggs, as opposed to Easter eggs. 

However, the ‘news release’ promises much 
from the new 200-page book. It says: “The ver- 
batim memories in The Wonder of Woolies span 
a number of generations, from those who 
remember the days of sixpenny sheet-music 
sales, with a resident pianist in the store to play 
the song for you, right through to the sad sight 
of empty shelves as the last Woolworth’s closed

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its doors in January 2009. 

“There are recollections of the stores’ polished 
wooden counters, commanded like the captain 
of a ship by the girls in charge; the mental 
arithmetic needed to add up multiple purchas- 
es in pounds, shillings and pence, and give 
change; the rite-of-passage of getting a 
Saturday job in Woolworth’s ...” 

And so it goes on. And on... 

But now I was intrigued and so, as suggest- 
ed, I went to www.thewonderofwoolies.co.uk to 
learn more — and it’s fascinating. 

There’s a century's worth of British history 
tied up in these 200 pages (did I mention the 20 
colour pictures?): the way people dress, the 
moustaches, the Brylcreem, the brilliant Sixties 
knitting patterns, the fantastic street scenes 
filled with Ford Prefects and Morris Minors. 

In fact, it brought back memories of going to 
Woolworths with my mum when I was a kid. 
It was a good store for children. This might 
just be £8.99 well spent — I'll let you know 
when the review copy lands on my desk.

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One-man show traces the life and career of Eric 
Morecambe, 25 years after the comedian’s death

AS one of Britain’s best- 
loved comedians of all 
time, Eric Morecambe 
has a special place in 


many hearts. 

Along with Ernie Wise, he created an 
extraordinary double act that is still 
enjoyed and spoken of with great reverence 
today, quarter of a century after Morecambe’s 
death.

Born Eric Bartholomew in 1926, Morecambe 
took his stage name from his home town when 
he embarked on a career in show business. 
His mother worked as a waitress to fund his 
dancing lessons. 

The young entertainer won a series of talent 
shows and one of the prizes was an audition 
with Jack Hylton, the band leader and impresa- 
rio. The audition was also attended by a young 
man called Ernest Wiseman, but they did not form 
a duo until some time afterwards. 

When both were invited to perform in a revue at the 
Nottingham Empire, they developed a close friendship 
and were encouraged to form a duo. They made their 
name on post-war radio before making their first televi- 
sion appearance in 1955 and went on to become a major 
highlight of the TV schedules, particularly at Christmas. 

It was recently revealed that Wise had considered leaving 
the act before they hit the big time, but Morecambe persuad- 
ed him to keep going. 

Morecambe died of a heart attack after appearing in a the- 
atre show in Tewkesbury in 1984.

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Heath’ says Python star

WHEN news broke that 28-year- 
old Heath Ledger had died of an 
accidental overdose of prescription 
drugs on January 22, 2008, the 


world was in shock. 

A young actor with a formidable talent, he 
had proved his acting mettle in his Academy 
award-nominated role in Brokeback 
Mountain. Shortly after, he’d commenced 
filming on The Dark Knight, taking on the 
psychopathic part of The Joker, a role that 
would win him a posthumous Oscar for Best 
Supporting Actor. 

When Heath’s body was discovered in his 
New York apartment, he was halfway through 
filming the enticingly entitled fantasy adven- 
ture, The Imaginarium Of Doctor Parnassus. 

“We'd just finished shooting in London,” 
recalls the film’s director, Terry Gilliam, 68. 

“I went on to Vancouver to prepare for the 
following week’s work, Heath went on to New 
York and by Tuesday he was dead. None of us 
could believe it was possible.” 

The Imaginarium Of Doctor Parnassus is “a 
tragical, magical idea, which sees a group of 
extraordinary people travelling around 
London in a horse-drawn theatre, but nobody’s 
paying attention to them,” says the former 
Monty Python star. 

Recalling those days in the aftermath of the 
devastating news, Gilliam says: “We were 
halfway through and the star was dead. I was 
ready to give up. 

“Fortunately my daughter [who was a pro- 
ducer on the film] kept kicking me as I lay 
there on the ground until I got up and came up 
with a solution.”

as Gilliam first feared. “We had already cov- 
ered most of the scenes with Heath, but the big 
question was ‘Do we get one person to take 
over the part or not?’.

DANCING under the lasers and 
lights of a warehouse club, the cen- 
tral DJ booth spinning like a UFO, 
it was hard to believe I'd been 
exploring the cobbled city of old 


Prague only a few hours before. 

We had a hectic schedule. The weekend was 
a whirlwind tour of sightseeing, shopping, fine 
dining and drinking cocktails. 

The aim was to see whether Prague could 
live up to its reputation as a stylish 21st-cen- 
tury capital and still retain its charm as a his- 
torical city. 

We arrived on the Friday evening, with the 
light fading, and were immediately shown to 
The Augustine Hotel. 

A huge king-sized bed and grand marble 
bathroom with a pair of stone angel wings 
above the bath greeted me on arrival. 

We took full advantage of the hotel bar in the 
ex-monastery’s former double-height hall, 
ordering colourful cocktails that corresponded 
to the four angels painted on the ceiling. 

Crossing the Charles Bridge for dinner, the 
lights of the grand buildings along the Vitava 
River were glinting in the black water. 

Prague’s unpredictable architecture — 
Gothic spires above Cubist facades, Ren- 
aissance townhouses alongside Baroque 
palaces — understandably attracts tourists 
from across the world. 

It is worth lingering in the Old Town Square 
with the crowds to see the Prague 
Astronomical Clock strike the hour: the bell 
tolls, the windows above the clock fly open and 
mechanical skeletons and apostles pop out 
and dance. 

Next day, we wandered around Prague

Castle, just up the hill from the Augustine, and 
gazed at the imposing St Vitus Cathedral. 

In the Old Town area, there are so many lit- 
tle alleyways, cobbled streets and courtyards 
of town houses where you can suddenly 
discover fascinating shops selling clothes, 
hand-glazed kitchenware and traditional 
wooden toys. Hand-blown glass is another 
local speciality. 

Besides the clubs, Prague is famous for its 
beer halls, where artists, musicians and poets 
mingle with city workers and passing groups 
of tourists. 

In a bid to see another side to the city, we got 
a tram to DOX Gallery to see its contemporary 
art, including an exhibition from the Scottish 
artist Douglas Gordon exploring Hitch- 
cock’s Vertigo. 

That night I was surprised to find no noisy 
British stag-dos under way at all (although 
we did catch a glimpse of a pink-jacketed 
group of hens). 

In fact, the drink prices in the city centre 
are now not much less expensive than 
London, which may deter beery men from 
choosing Prague as a cheap and cheerful 
destination. 

After a delicious taster menu at the hotel’s 
Monastery restaurant, we headed out to 
Bar & Books, a wood-panelled bar hidden 
away on a cobble-stoned street near Old 
Town Square. 

The bar, which lives up to its name with a 
well-stacked library, attracts a well-heeled 
crowd who like their whisky, and we were soon 
keen to head off and dance the night away. 

A few of us hopped in a taxi to the ware- 
house club of SaSaZu and the others walked to 
Blue Light Bar, a late-night spot complete 
with candles, secondhand furniture and graffi- 
ti on the walls. Judging by our tired faces at 
breakfast, it’s fair to say we all had a good 
night out in the capital.

BBC One, 9pm, Monday 
(repeated, 6pm, Sunday) 


I DON'T have one of those jazzy new 
high-definition TVs, but programmes 
like Life, the BBC’s latest flagship 
wildlife show, make me wish I had. 

It’s a real feast for the eyes, 
stunningly shot and presented as 
well as being hugely entertaining 
and educational to boot, just like 
Planet Earth and Life In Cold Blood 
before it. 

The action has been shot over the 
course of three years and will be 
shown in ten parts. 

Two weeks in now, so there are still 
eight divine hours left of this one. 

Last week we met the tufted 
capuchin monkeys and the creeping 
chameleons of Madagascar, among 
others. 

Like people, the crafty little 
monkeys are not adverse to using 
tools to prepare their food. 

While they haven’t quite mastered 
the knife and fork, or the microwave 
(now that would be brilliant), 
watching them smash up nuts 
using rocks and displaying 
intelligence that could put many of 
our human brothers to shame, it’s 
still an impressive sight. 

Set to a booming operatic score, it 
was all very 2001. 

Then there were Florida’s 
bottlenose dolphins, who do a natty 
line in mud circles to ensnare fish, 
which then dutifully dive straight 
into their hunters’ mouths to escape 
the dirty water.

Everything he is involved with 
has the critics in a lather, and while 
his voice and enthusiasm go hand in 
hand with these productions, most of 
the credit must surely go to the 
camera crews who spend months 
following these animals to obtain the 
peerless footage. 

The last ten minutes of Life shows 
us how these crews go about their 
jobs, which many find as fascinating 
as the exploits of the animals 
themselves. 

The BBC puts out a heck of a lot 
of dross these days in the chase for 
ratings, but it is still leading the way 
in this field and is miles ahead of its 
rivals.

Price recovery ‘fragile’ 


HOUSE prices are now at the same level 
as September 2008, after a rise of 0.9 per 
cent last month. 

Figures showed the fifth consecutive 
monthly rise in prices, with the average 
UK home now valued at £161,816. 

But Nationwide, which released the 
figures, said the high supply of rental 
property raised questions about the 
“durability of price recovery”. 

Martin Gahbauer, Nationwide’s chief 
economist, said: “The increase is consis- 
tent with improvements in a broad 
range of economic and financial indica- 
tors over the last few months, all of 
which suggest the most intense phase of 
the recession has probably passed. 

“However, given the market still faces 
considerable headwinds in the form of 
high unemployment, restricted credit 
and impending withdrawal of the stamp 
duty holiday, it would be surprising to 
see prices continuing to increase at the 
rate seen recently.” 

National Association of Estate Agents 
chief executive Peter Bolton King said: 
“Evidence that the market is recovering 
is welcome, but it’s a fragile process and 
not guaranteed. People need access to 
mortgages and stamp duty needs re- 
examining, otherwise these positive 
signs risk being short-lived.” 


Big solar energy boost 


SOLAR power is becoming more attrac- 
tive with a new grant of up to £2,500 for 
installing panels, according to experts. 

Analysts say a clean-energy cashback 
scheme could pay hundreds of pounds a 
year to homeowners who generate solar 
power, even if they use it themselves. 

Solar panels cost between £8,000 and 
£14,000, depending on size. A typical 
system can produce 40 per cent of the 
electricity a home will use. And if solar 
panels generate more electricity than 
needed — or produce it when no-one will 
use it — it can be sold to a power compa- 
ny, which will pay from 5p to 28p per 
knlowatt hour. 

The feed-in tariff rate under the cash- 
back scheme is due to be higher at 36.5p. 
And this will be payable to households 
simply for generating the power, which 
they can then use for free. A further 5p 
per kWh is expected to be on offer for 
selling any surplus to the National Grid.

home owner need just call the offices and give 
us their postcode and with modern technology 
we can see their home online and establish 
quickly whether there is a likelihood of getting 
planning permission.

KIA continues to bend time like no 


other manufacturer. 

It seems only yesterday that I drove a previ- 
ous generation Kia Rio (2001-05) and lamented 
many failings and, the final insult, a breakdown. 

But I then stepped onto some kind of space- 
time accelerator, because I now believe the 
Korean brand’s facelift for its Ford Focus chal- 
lenger, the Ceed (from £14,195), represents 
another leap forward — just two years after the 
original was launched, for goodness sake. 

The Ceed arrived in 2007, as if from a 
Stargate episode: an all-new model and name, 
designed and built in Europe to attack 
Europe’s finest — the VW Golf, Ford Focus 
and Vauxhall Astra — and combining facets 
from all plus a mould-breaking seven-year 
warranty as a significant extra. 

This was the perfect lure for the most 
sceptical punters; once in the showroom, the 
curious could quickly see the Ceed and its 
three-door Proceed and Ceed SW estate spin- 
offs are good products 

Kia now concedes the mega-warranty was a 
gamble that could have gone expensively

messed up. But it didn’t and Kia has not 
only carried over the seven-year warranty, 
but decided to offer a seven-year ‘top-up’ on 
used Ceeds sold through Kia dealers — that’s 
confidence. 

But the Ceed could be fidgety on the road 
and the Golf, Astra and Focus were much the 
better drive, but Kia hit the warp button here 
too — the facelift car has been vastly improved 
in a very short time. 

As for new kit, Kia says the car has an 
upweighted interior, though this looked about 
the same as before — no criticism though since 
everything feels well-made and durable. 

There are also exterior cosmetics, notably a 
sleeker and more upmarket grille. 

The real news though is an effective auto- 
matic stop and go system that kills the engine 
when stopped at the lights or in heavy traffic 
and then smoothly re-starts it again. 

Known as Intelligent Stop & Go (ISG) it is 
one of the market’s best systems so far and 
offered on the car’s junior 89bhp 1.6-litre 
diesel engine (£14,195) and using Kia’s new 
green ‘EcoDynamics’ sub-branding with 
energy-saving tyres. This model also qualifies 
for minimum payable road tax of £35/year.
